More than 75 citizens of South Bay, Bean City and Lake 
Harbor met at South Bay Scissol Thursday night, July 10, to 
head a progress report on inevstforts of South Bay to ob- 
tain a government loan tc <otistruct/a water treatment plant 
and distribution system. While the /picture is bright that the 
tri-city- area will be supplies by püre, fresh water, there is no 
assurance at this time that the government will even approve 


|. State Senator F. O. Dickin- 
son, acting as South Bay's at- 
torney, was principal speaker 
along with John Collier, con- 
sulting engineer with Smith 
and Gillespie, Jacksonville. Wil- 
liam. H. Braatz, sanitarian with 
the county health department 
was also on hand. 

Dickinson told the crowd that 
the city was negotiating with 
the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency of the government for 
a loan which might exceed 
$450,000. An open market bond 
issue for the city was consider- 
ed unattractive — not because 
of itself but principally because 
other issues were so much bet- 


Acting on an anonymous tip, 
Constable Buck Lee, accom- 
panied by Chief Marvin Davis 
and Patrolman Lewis Wood- 
ham of South Bay, and with a

Dickinson said the engineer's 
surveys proposed a 500,000 gal- 
lons-pertday treatment plant

Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
testified this week before the 
Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee's Subcommittee on Housing, 
to support his bill, H.R. 11793, 
to provide’ long-term, low in- 
terest, direct and insured loa 
to farmers and farmer associa- 
tions to construct migrant lab- 
or housing. 

The recent adverse weather 
conditions in Florida and 
throughout the nation has high- 
lighted the acute situation of 
migrant workers without prop-

The cane borer eats its way in 
the cane stalk and makes it 
near worthless as a sugar pro- 
ducer - this insect has found 
picnic grounds in some of the 
"highest tonnage and suorose 
producers of the cane sugar in- 
dustry of the world. High fiber 
ahd possibly some chemical fac- 
toor in some varieties discour- 
ages his work. 

In the Gladelands rats were 
at one time a major hazard of 
canegrowers, but they have been 
controlled and sugar production 
increased through poisioning at 
fairl yeconomical cost.
